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The  Inauguration  of  Chancellor  Flint 

Standing  out  as  a  milestone  of  history  and  education,  and  assuredly  the 
greatest  event  of  the  college  year,  the  inauguration  of  Charles  Wesley  Flint  as 
fifth  chancellor  of  Syracuse  University  took  place  in  Archbold  gymnasium  on 
November  seventeenth,  1922. 

A  beautiful  day  suggested  an  auspicious  omen  to  the  huge  crowd  gathered 
at  the  campus  to  do  honor  to  Dr.  Flint.  Thronging  the  old  oval,  the  under¬ 
graduates  were  marshalled  and  seated  by  the  Senior  Council.  Flundreds  of 
alumni  congregated  at  the  Administration  Building,  to  take  their  seats  in  the 
mammoth  gymnasium,  the  scene  of  the  solemn  installation  of  the  University’s 
new  Chancellor. 

The  formal  inaugural  procession,  composed  of  the  new  chancellor,  Vice- 
Chancellor  William  P.  Graham,  Dr.  James  R.  Day,  retiring  chancellor,  Dr. 
Frank  Smalley,  and  more  than  two  hundred  distinguished  educators  from  all 
sections  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  took  its  place  at  the  library.  First 
the  undergraduates  and  the  alumni  marched  into  the  gymnasium,  and  took  their 
seats  with  the  other  spectators,  most  of  whom  were  already  seated.  Then  the 
scholarly  dignitaries,  headed  by  Dr.  Perley  O.  Place,  moved  with  slow  dignified 
step  from  the  library.  Their  entrance  into  the  gymnasium  was  announced  by 
trumpets,  and  the  assembled  audience  respectfully  remained  standing  while  the 
great  collection  of  scholars  marched  onto  the  platform  prepared  for  them,  and 
took  their  place  as  the  center  of  attraction. 

The  gymnasium,  transformed  into  an  immense  auditorium  with  decorations 
of  American  flags,  presented  an  interesting  and  memorable  scene,  with  the  over¬ 
flowing  crowd  of  eager  and  reverential  spectators  occupying  every  possible  place, 
the  Syracuse  Symphony  Orchestra  spread  out  on  the  balcony  platform,  the 
faculty  and  delegates  solemnizing  the  scene,  with  their  grave,  scholarly  faces, 
their  dignified  dress  of  the  caps  and  gowns,  symbols  of  honorable  attainment  of 
educational  honors.

After  Mr.  Hurlburt  W.  Smith,  president  of  the  University  Board  of 
Trustees,  presented  to  Chancellor  Flint  the  seal  and  charter  of  the  University, 
the  sjmbols  of  leadership,  the  new  chancellor  delivered  the  main  address  of  the 
day,  the  one  for  which  the  crowd  had  patiently  waited.  The  inaugural  address 
of  the  incoming  chancellor,  upon  which  hinged  the  attitude  with  the  new  chief¬ 
tain  of  the  University  would  show  to  his  students,  and  to  the  world,  was  prom¬ 
ising,  and  served  to  ratify  the  excellency  of  choice  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
had  made  in  selecting  Dr.  Flint  as  the  successor  to  Dr.  James  Roscoe  Day, 
Chancellor-Emeritus.  The  address  of  Dr.  Flint  was  a  masterpiece  of  clear, 
potent  ideas.  The  singing  of  the  Alma  Mater  made  a  pleasing  finish  to  the 
dignified  ceremony. 

Several  affairs  were  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  formal  inauguration. 
On  the  eve  of  the  ceremony  a  formal  dinner  was  held  at  the  Onondaga  Hotel. 
Deans  and  faculty  department  heads  acted  as  hosts  at  tables  prepared  for  the 
delegates  and  other  guests,  who  had  gathered  to  pay  homage  to  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity’s  new  chancellor.  The  banquet  was  one  of  the  most  brilliant  affairs  ever 
held  in  Syracuse. 

Immediately  after  the  inauguration  on  Friday,  an  informal  luncheon  was 
given  for  the  delegates  at  the  College  of  Home  Economics,  with  faculty  heads 
and  their  wives  presiding  over  the  tables.  At  six  o’clock,  the  delegates  were 
received  by  Chancellor  and  Mrs.  Flint  at  their  residence  on  Walnut  Park.  At 
eight  o’clock,  the  alumni  and  delegates  joined  in  an  alumni  reunion  in  the  Slocum 
College  of  Agriculture.  Speeches  were  given  by  Chancellor  Flint  and  Dr. 
George  B.  Cutten  of  Colgate  University,  and  varied  entertainment  was  offered 
by  the  alumni. 

All  these  gatherings  left  a  lasting  impression  on  those  who  attended  them, 
although  the  inaugural  ceremony  in  itself  was  impressive  enough  to  make  the 
date  of  November  seventeenth,  1922,  remain  everlastingly  in  the  memories 
of  all.

The  College  of  Fine  Arts 

The  College  of  Fine  Arts  was  established  in 
the  year  1873  with  organized  courses  in  archi¬ 
tecture  and  painting.  Four  years  later,  in  1877, 
the  course  in  music  was  added.  This  was  the 

!  first  attempt  in  American  education  to  place 

the  fine  arts  on  a  plane  parallel  with  the  liberal 
arts  in  the  college  curriculum,  and  to  offer  four- 
year  courses  of  study  in  the  theory,  history  and 
practice  of  these  arts,  leading  to  the  bachelor’s 
degree. 

In  response  to  the  demand,  courses  in  belles- 
lettres,  normal  art,  normal  music,  design,  illus¬ 
tration,  oratory  and  photography  were  added 
from  time  to  time.  When  the  Teachers’  College 
was  organized  the  courses  in  normal  art  and 
normal  music  were  transferred  to  this  College; 
a  few  years  later  the  course  in  oratory  was 

I  enlarged  and  became  the  School  of  Oratory. 

The  College  of  Fine  Arts  now  offers  courses 
leading  to  the  bachelor’s  degree  in  architecture, 
painting,  music,  belles-lettres  and  design.  In 
addition  to  these  are  a  number  of  certificate 
courses. 

The  College  has  an  enviable  reputation  for 
the  high  character  of  its  work,  and  its  gradu¬ 
ates  are  sought  by  the  best  professional  schools 

Iand  colleges  in  the  country.

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College  of  Medicine 


The  aim  of  the  Syracuse  University  College 
of  Medicine  is  to  pick  out  from  the  applicants 
for  admission  those  men  best  fitted  in  every 
way  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  and 
to  so  ground  them  in  the  fundamentals  of  medi¬ 
cine,  and  to  so  train  them  in  methods  of  work, 
that  after  graduation  they  will  develop  into 
dependable,  scientific  physicians,  anxious  to 
serve  the  public  and  the  individual  in  the  pre¬ 
vention  and  treatment  of  disease. 

The  College  aims  to  impress  upon  every 
student  the  importance  of  post-graduate  work, 
and  it  practically  never  happens  that  a  gradu¬ 
ate  enters  directly  upon  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine.  The  common  form  of  the  post-graduate 
work  is  a  hospital  interneship  of  from  one  to 
three  years. 

High  standards  of  medical  education  are 
maintained.  In  accordance  with  such  standards, 
the  entrance  requirements  are  high,  and  the 
number  of  students  in  a  class  is  limited.  The 
students  come  into  intimate,  personal  contact 
with  their  instructors,  and  much  of  the  teaching 
is  individual.

The  College  of  Law,  founded  in  1895,  began 
its  work  by  giving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws,  after  two  years  of  study,  to  students 
who  had  just  graduated  from  high  school  but 
it  soon  began  to  increase  its  requirements  In 
the  college  year  1898-99  a  third  year  was 
added  to  the  course.  In  the  year  1914  one 
year  of  Arts  College  work  was  required  of 
candidates  for  the  degree  In  1921  a  second 
year  of  Arts  College  work  was  added  to  the 
requirement  for  the  Law  degree  and  beginning 
with  1923  no  more  students  are  to  be  received 
as  candidates  for  the  Certificate  in  Law. 

The  two-year  requirment  of  Arts  work  of 
candidates  for  the  degree  will  probably  re¬ 
sult  in  making  the  College  of  Law  substantially 
a  graduate  college  owing  to  the  fact  that  stu¬ 
dents  that  have  only  served  two  years  of  Arts 
College  work  are  required  by  the  Court  of 
Appeals  to  study  law  for  four  years  before 
they  can  receive  their  certificate  to  practice 
while  the  students  in  the  combination  course 
are  only  required  to  study  law  for  three  years 
before  being  eligible  for  this  certificate.

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College  of  Applied  Science 
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The  College  of  Applied  Science  was  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  in  1901 
and  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  department  of 
Engineering,  started  in  1918. 

The  College  now  occupies  two  buildings, 
gifts  of  the  late  Lyman  Cornelius  Smith  of 
Syracuse,  and  a  portion  of  Bowne  Hall,  for  its 
class  roms,  laboratories  and  shops. 

Courses  are  offered  in  four  departments 
leading  to  degrees  in  Civil,  Electrical,  Me¬ 
chanical  and  Chemical  Engineering.  A  faculty 
of  30  members  teaches  the  technical  and  pro¬ 
fessional  engineering  subjects,  the  instruction 
of  non-technical  subjects  being  given  by  other 
departments  of  the  University. 

The  student  enrollment  is  about  330.  Nearly 
110  alumni  have  received  degrees  in  Engineer¬ 
ing  from  the  University  and  among  this  num¬ 
ber  are  many  who  rank  high  in  the  field  of 
professional  engineering  and  industry.

Olivia  Slocum  Teachers'  College,  founded  in 
1906,  is  to  train  teachers  for  secondary 
schools.  Efficient  preparation  is  also  pro¬ 
vided  for  teachers  of  Music  and  Drawing, 
and  for  advanced  students.  The  College 
also  affords  to  students  of  advanced  stand¬ 
ing  the  fullest  opportunity  for  studying  the 
problems  of  education  in  their  broader  and 
more  scientific  aspects. 

Besides  the  course  in  normal  arts,  and 
special  courses,  classes  in  pedagogy  are  con¬ 
ducted  for  several  hundred  students  in  other 
colleges  of  the  University.

First,  it  is  to  undertake  such  special  research  and  state¬ 
wide  investigations  in  Forestry  as  will  throw  light  upon  and 
help  in  the  solution  of  Forest  problems  which  are  now  con¬ 
fronting  the  State  and  the  people  of  New  York.  Second,  it 
is  the  institution  for  educational  work  in  Forestry  in  the 
State.

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Forestry  Summer  Camp 


During  the  summer  of  1922  the  eighth  Summer  Camp  of  the  New  York  State  College 
of  Forestry  was  held  on  Cranberry  Lake,  N.  Y.  The  first  Sophomore  Summer  Camp 
was  inaugurated  in  1913  and  for  the  first  two  years  was  held  at  Elka  Park  in  the 
Catskills.  In  1915  it  was  transferred  to  its  present  location. 

The  Summer  Camp,  a  requirement  for  graduation,  is  usually  chosen  at  the  end  of 
the  sophomore  year  and  lasts  from  June  1  to  September  1.  The  purpose  of  the  camp 
is  to  give  the  students  some  practical  experience  in  the  various  fields  of  forestry  to 
supplement  the  theoretical  education  obtained  in  the  classroom.  Instruction  in  the  various 
subjects  is  given  by  members  of  the  faculty,  and  demonstrations  are  given  by  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  many  tool,  machinery,  powder  and  cement  companies.  In  addition  to 
studies  the  men  have  opportunities  to  paritcipate  in  such  sports  as  swimming,  canoeing, 
hiking,  fishing,  baseball,  tennis  and  track.

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College  of  Agriculture 

One-third  of  the  people  of  the  United  States 
are  actively  engaged  in  agriculture.  Another 
third  are  engaged  in  pursuits  directly  depend¬ 
ent  upon  agriculture.

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College  of  Business  Administration 


The  College  of  Business  Administration  was 
organized  in  1919,  by  John  Herman  Wharton. 
Its  purpose  is  to  give  a  college  education  in  the 
fields  of  business  administration. 

Four  groups  of  study  have  been  developed: 
General  Business,  Secretarial  Science,  Commer¬ 
cial  Teaching,  Journalism.  Upon  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  each  of  these  groups  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  is  awarded.  A  student 
registered  in  the  General  Business  group  does 
some  specialization  in  either  Accounting,  Ad¬ 
vertising  and  Selling,  Domestic  Commerce, 
Foreign  Trade,  Finance,  Insurance,  Organiza¬ 
tion  and  Management,  Real  Estate,  or  Traffic 
and  Transportation.  A  student  registered  in 
Secretarial  Science,  Commercial  Teaching  or 
Journalism  does  some  specialization  in  these 
three  fields.

Graduate  School 


In  1911-12  the  Graduate  School  was  organized  as  an  independent  faculty  consisting 
of  a  Dean  and  those  professors  and  instructors  of  the  University  who  give  instruction 
in  courses  approved  for  graduate  credit. 

All  graduate  work  of  the  University  is  under  the  control  of  the  Graduate  Faculty 
except  that  in  the  College  of  Forestry.  Students  are  eligible  for  registration  in  the 
Graduate  School  who  have  won  a  Bachelor’s  degree  having  requirements  similar  to  the 
A.  B.  and  B.  S.  degrees  in  Syracuse  University. 

Work  in  the  Graduate  School  leads  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of 
Science,  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  In  the  College  of  Forestry  the  degrees  granted  are 
Master  of  Science,  Master  of  City  Forestry,  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy.

College  of  Home  Economics 

The  College  of  Home  Economics  was  organized  at 
Syracuse  University  to  fill  a  long  feld  need  for  the 
University  and  the  City  of  Syracuse.  Besides  the 
required  work  students  have  the  benefit  of  training 
in  a  large  cafeteria  for  institutional  management. 
Nutrition  and  dietetics  are  given  in  connection  with 
the  College  of  Medicine  and  the  University  Hospital. 

The  greatest  opportunity  for  young  women  is  the 
building  of  a  home,  because  the  homes  of  the  country 
are  nuclei  for  a  successful  commonwealth.  The  ideal 
of  a  woman’s  training,  therefore  should  be  toward 
the  development  of  the  highest  type  of  home.  Our 
ideal  of  highest  development  of  Home  Economics 
training  is  not  from  a  purely  commercial  angle  but 
from  the  idealistic  as  well.  Opportunities  offered  in 
Syracuse  University  at  large  cannot  be  surpassed 
anywhere.

School  of  Nursing 

The  School  of  Nursing  connected  with  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd  was 
organized  in  1888.

SchooPof  Oratory 


The  School  of  Oratory  was  for  four  years  a  depart¬ 
ment  of  Fine  Arts  College  under  Dean  Parker.  In  the 
fall  of  1913  it  was  made  a  school  with  Professor  Hugh 
M.  Tilroe  as  its  director.  From  this  time  registration 
began  to  increase  until  at  the  present  time  there  are  120 
students  enrolled  and  a  faculty  of  six  professors  and  one 
teaching  fellow  to  care  for  them.

Library  School 


The  Syracuse  Universiy  Library  School  was  founded  in  1898.  In  common  with 
other  library  schools  it  offers  a  broad  general  training  for  librarianship.  It  has  full  and 
accredited  standing  in  the  Association  of  American  Library  Schools. 

The  connection  of  the  Library  School  with  a  large  University  having  Colleges  of 
Liberal  Arts,  Fine  Arts,  Business  Administration,  and  Teaching,  affords  students  an 
unusual  opportunity  to  combine  professional  study  with  a  liberal  education. 

The  courses  offered  are  two,  one  leading  to  a  certificate  in  two  years  of  technical 
work,  the  other  a  four-year  course  of  combined  Liberal  Arts  and  technical  work,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  B.  L.  E.  Graduates  of  the  School  have  been  scattered  in  all  kinds  of 
library  work,  including  University,  Normal  School,  High  School,  Public  and  Business 
library  positions.

Summer  Session 

The  object  of  the  Summer  Session  is  to  place 
the  facilities  of  the  University  at  the  disposal  of 
all  who  wish  to  use  part  of  the  summer  vacation 
for  study.

Extension  Teaching 

The  School  of  Extension  Teaching  was  founded 
in  1918  under  the  direction  of  M.  Elwood  Smith. 

Since  that  time  the  registration  has  increased  to 
about  twelve  hundred  students.  This  is  the  largest 
registration  in  any  college  with  the  exception  of 
Liberal  Arts. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  extend  the  facilities 
of  the  University  to  people  who  are  in  a  position 
to  devote  only  part  of  their  time  to  study.  Classes 
are  held  in  the  College  of  Law,  College  of  Medi¬ 
cine,  and  in  many  buildings  on  the  campus,  while 
some  special  classes,  including  training  for  teach¬ 
ers,  are  held  in  Rome,  Utica,  Oswego  and  Auburn. 

The  faculty  includes  many  professors  of  the 
various  colleges  and  a  few  special  instructors.  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  faculty  and  the  present  director 
to  have  a  permanent  place  of  instruction  for  the 
evening  session  which  will  further  its  success.

Senior  Week  1923 

Outstripping  all  previous  post-examination  relaxations,  in  fun  and  jollity 
and  general  success,  Senior  Week,  1923,  went  down  into  Syracuse  University 
Social  history  as  “the  greatest  eVer.”  Scores  of  fair  guests  visited  the  Hill  for 
that  joyous  three-day  period  of  gaiety  and  all  were  more  than  sorry  when  the 
final  strains  of  music  had  died  away  and  Senior  Week  had  ended  for  1923. 

“The  Rivals,”  Sheridan’s  convulsing  comedy,  presented  by  Boar’s  Head, 
Hill  Dramatic  Society,  opened  the  festivities  on  Monday  night,  January  29.  A 
capacity  crowd  filled  the  big  Wieting  Opera  House  downtown  as  the  Boar’s 
Head  actors  and  actresses  interpreted  the  difficult  roles  of  the  Irish  playwright’s 
great  masterpiece,  with  all  the  finished  fidelity  of  professional  players. 

On  the  following  night  came  the  climactic  event,  the  annual  Senior  Ball 
in  Archbold  Gymnasium,  transformed  into  a  Virginia  flower-garden  for  the 
occasion.  Bright  colors  hid  the  shining  floor  as  three  hundred  couples  dipped 
and  swayed  to  the  beautiful  notes  of  Nelson-Maples’  famous  Mason-Dixon 
Orchestra.  Music  and  floor  and  southern  smilax  combined  to  make  the  1923 
Ball  the  most  successful  Archbold  Gymnasium  had  ever  seen,  and  Phi  Kappa 
Alpha,  honorary  senior  society  in  charge  of  the  affair,  was  showered  with  highest 
praise. 

Fraternity  formals  Wednesday  night  rang  down  the  curtain  of  enjoyment. 
Some  thirty  chapters  gave  dances  that  night,  and  the  Hill  was  gay  with  music, 
bright  colors  and  feminine  voices,  as  Syracuse  took  full  advantage  of  the  last 
night  of  the  1923  social  event.  But  the  end  had  to  come  eventually,  and  on  the 
morrow — we  went  to  classes.

The  May  Carnival 

The  May  Carnival  festivities  in  the  spring  are  the  biggest  of  the  annual 
traditionary  celebrations.  It  is  interesting  to  note  its  history. 

A  number  of  years  ago  it  was  compulsory  for  each  student  to  attend  the 
chapel  exercises  daily.  At  these  exercises  the  four  classes  had  spaces  assigned  to 
them  in  Liberal  Arts  Chapel,  the  Seniors  in  front,  the  Juniors  next,  the  Sopho¬ 
mores  next  and  the  Freshmen  in  the  rear. 

In  the  spring  the  Seniors  were  given  their  examinations  a  week  before  the 
other  classes  and  during  this  week  they  were  exempt  from  attending  Chapel. 
During  this  week  the  Junior  class  moved  into  the  Seniors’  seats,  the  Sophomores 
into  the  Juniors’  and  the  Freshmen  into  the  Sophomores’.  Thus  the  moving-up 
day  custom. 

The  present  May  Carnival  is  a  new  institution,  founded  in  1921.  It  in¬ 
cludes  the  old  Moving-Up  Day  and  Women’s  Day.  T  his  takes  places  the  first 
week  in  May  and  consists  of  a  program  of  athletic  and  social  events. 

The  1922  May  Carnival  started  with  a  May  morning  breakfast  served  on 
the  Teachers  College  grounds.  T  his  was  followed  by  Chapel  exercises  in 
Crouse  College  auditorium.  In  the  afternoon  of  Women’s  Day  an  elaborate 
pageant  was  held  in  the  Stadium. 

T  he  following  day,  Moving-Up  Day,  marked  the  advancement  of  the 
various  classes. 

In  the  morning  the  Seniors  carried  off  the  honors  at  the  class  crew  races  at 
Long  Branch.  At  noon  the  annual  parade  took  place  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Double  Seven  Junior  society.  In  the  afternoon  Syracuse  took  second  place 
in  a  triangular  meet  between  Colgate  and  Pittsburg.  Colgate  won  the  meet. 
Following  the  track  meet  was  a  lacrosse  game  with  Princeton.  Syracuse  won 
an  easy  victory.  The  Moving-Lip  Day  festivities  ended  in  the  evening  with  the 
Regatta  Dance  in  the  gymnasium  under  the  supervision  of  the  Corpse  and  Coffin 
Junior  society. 
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Bill  Orange’s  Hallowe’en  Party 

Hallowe’en  with  all  its  wild  stories  of  ghosts  and  goblins  had  nothing  on 
the  big  barn  party  that  old  Bill  Orange  held  at  his  farm,  just  one  mile  and  a 
half  south  of  his  stamping  ground,  on  that  particular  night.  In  spite  of  the 
heavy,  threatening  sky  overhead,  and  the  wet,  muddy  ground  underfoot,  a  mob 
of  no  less  than  fifteen  hundred  lively  students  migrated  southward,  via  the  Long 
Walk,  and  by  seven-thirty  had  turned  the  isolated  old  grounds  and  farm  build¬ 
ings  upside  down  until  they  had  taken  on  the  appearance  of  a  great  carnival. 

Chancellor  and  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Flint  led  the  revelers  in  their  “Presiden¬ 
tial  coach,’’  drawn  by  one  hundred  prancing,  green-lidded  freshmen.  A  number 
of  the  faculty  members  also  accompanied  the  Chancellor  and  his  wife. 

Each  college  and  the  leading  dramatic  organizations  on  the  Hill  staged 
individual  skits.  Boar’s  Head,  in  its  presentation  of  “Gastric  Juices,”  made  a 
decided  hit  with  the  crowd.  The  engineers  produced  a  side  splitting  number 
which  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  evening.  Perhaps  the  prize 
winner  of  them  all  was  to  be  found  in  the  “Chamber  of  Horrors,”  produced  by 
the  faculty  of  the  College  of  Business  Administration.  Trodding  over  goats, 
cows  and  pigs  on  the  canvass  floor  proved  a  real  sensation  for  the  majority  of 
the  feminine  thrill-seekers. 

All  prominent  candidates  for  political  offices  for  the  fall  elections  seized 
upon  the  occasion  as  the  best  place  to  set  forth  their  claims.  Among  the  speakers 
were  Governor  Nathan  L.  Miller,  nee  Professor  Tilroe,  ex-Governor  Smith,  nee 
Professor  Kennedy,  and  Andrew  X.  Gump,  leading  candidate  for  Congress,  in 
the  person  of  the  inimitable  Harry  Skerritt,  dean  of  humorists.  The  field  proved 
very  fertile  for  campaigning,  as  each  candidate,  in  order  of  his  speaking,  proved 
to  be  more  popular  than  the  others  who  were  seated.

Crouse  College  hill  will  recall  to  the  memories  of  the  loyal  upholders  of 
the  banner  of  ’26,  a  scene  of  rushing  bodies,  of  scrambling,  trampling  feet  and 
flour,  salt  and  bloodshed  enacted  on  the  terrible  night  of  September  20,  1922. 
The  opposition  seemed  to  be  in  the  form  of  the  dreaded  sophomore  class,  of 
which  they  had  been  warned  to  beware,  before  they  left  home.  The  battle  was 
a  hotly  contested  one,  and  full  of  thrillers,  heroic  deeds  and  noble  self-sacrifices 
from  the  moment  the  freshmen  started  their  daring  rush  up  the  hill  until  the 
whistle  blew  announcing  the  finish. 

Both  classes  were  evenly  represented,  having  about  one  hundred  men  each. 
The  frosh  aggregation  swarmed  together  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  suddenly 
charged  the  sophomores,  who  were  waiting  in  mass  formation  at  the  top.  Each 
'25  man  was  armed  with  bags  of  flour  and  salt  which  he  hurled  down  upon  the 
heads  of  the  oncoming  frosh.  Flour  filled  the  air  and  covered  the  contestants 
until  they  were  unrecognizable. 

After  ten  minutes  of  bitter  struggling,  Referee  Cornwall  blew  the  whistle 
which  announced  the  end,  and  acclaimed  the  freshmen  winners.  There  were 
cheers,  and  the  combating  parties  left  enmass  for  the  gymnasium,  where  the 
remainder  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  wrestling  by  the  best  representatives  of 
both  classes.

In  the  lacrosse  world  there  is  one  out¬ 
standing  coach,  a  man  who  developed  a 
team  which  is  not  only  intercollegiate  la¬ 
crosse  champion,  but  concededly  holds  the 
world’s  championship  title.  Laurie  D.  Cox 
is  recognized  as  probably  the  greatest  coach 
of  lacrosse  in  the  world  today,  and  Pro¬ 
fessor  Cox,  starting  his  work  of  coaching 
but  a  short  time  ago,  quickly  developed  a 
team  that  not  only  proved  itself  superior 
to  all  American  comers,  but  was  victorious 
over  the  Oxford-Cambridge  team,  English 
champions.  In  recognition  of  Coach  Cox’s 
efforts  in  behalf  of  lacrosse  and  in  the 
coaching  of  Syracuse  lacrosse  teams,  the 
ancient  Indian  game  wras  made  a  major 
sport  of  Syracuse  University  last  year.

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Varsity  Football  Season  1922 

THE  inception  of  the  1922  football  season  was 
marked  by  a  distinct  innovation.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  gridiron  history  of  the  University  an 
off-campus  training  camp  was  established  at  Oneida 
Lake.  Head  Coach  John  F.  Meehan  and  his  as¬ 
sistants  met  a  squad  of  30  candidates  there  Sep¬ 
tember  1,  where  they  drilled,  sometimes  twice 
daily,  until  September  18. 

Nine  veterans  of  last  year  who  returned  in¬ 
cluded  Captain  Frank  Z.  Culver,  Paul  E.  Jappe, 

William  J.  Kellogg,  James  G.  Frugone,  Willard 
A.  Anderson,  Clarence  VanBlarcum,  Evander  G. 

MacRae,  Gifford  G.  Zimmerman  and  Reeves  H. 

Baysinger. 

With  the  opening  of  college  September  18, 

Coach  Meehan  brought  his  squad  on  the  Hill. 

H  ere  he  introduced  another  novel  scheme  in  his 
training  program.  He  quartered  the  players  in  the 

gymnasium,  where  they  were  housed  until  the 
close  of  the  season.  Both  new  features 
worked  to  a  decided  advantage  in  condition¬ 
ing  the  men. 

As  to  the  results  of  the  season’s  games. 
Not  every  team  can  emerge  one  of  the  so- 
called  sectional  champions.  Close  followers 
of  football  also  find  mere  scores  to  be  mis¬ 
leading  indications  of  the  comparative  ability 
of  football  teams.  But — Syracuse  scored  her 
fifth  successive  victory  over  Colgate  14  to  7, 
and  Syracuse  defeated  touted  Nebraska  9  to 
6,  hailed  by  many  as  champions  of  the  mid¬ 
west. 

A  more  critical  study  of  the  1922  football 
season  is  productive  of  interesting  informa¬ 
tion.  It  likewise  provides  further  compli¬ 
ments  for  the  Orange  eleven. 

Hobart  opened  the  season  September  23, 
and  suffered  her  usual  defeat,  the  Orange- 
chine  ride  roughshod  over  its  ensuing  two

adversaries.  Muhlenberg  was  turned  back  47  to  0,  while  New  York  University 
returned  to  Gotham  the  following  week  with  a  34  to  0  count. 

Dame  Fortune  in  a  fateful  role  took  a  hand  in  the  scoring  aspect  of  the 
next  three  contests.  Brown  deserves  high  praise  for  the  game  she  played  against 
us  at  Providence  this  year.  Probably  underrated,  she  managed  the  four  periods 
to  a  0  to  0  deadlock.  Brown  later  defeated  Harvard.  The  single  defeat  of  the 
season  came  with  Pittsburg  in  the  stadium,  when  in  one  of  those  moments 
which  make  football  the  greatest  of  collegiate  sports,  the  ponderous  Hewitt  ran 
80  yards  for  the  winning  touchdown  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play.  How  did 
he  do  it?  Study  how  similar  plays  have  come  about  in  the  leading  football 
games  for  the  past  20  years.  The  final  score  was  21  to  14.  Captain  Culver, 
Anderson  and  MccBride  were  outstanding  in  their  departments  in  this  game. 

The  following  Saturday  Syracuse  outplayed  Penn  State  to  a  0  to  0  tie 
in  New  York  at  the  Polo  Grounds.  More  earned  first  downs  and  greater 
yardage  gained  marked  out  superiority  which  critics  freely  pointed  out  after 
the  battle.  Zimmerman  at  fullback,  Frugone  at  quarter,  and  Jappe  at  left 
end  were  commended  highly  in  metropolitan  newspapers  for  their  playing  that 
day.  Zimmerman  averaged  50  yards  in  his  13  sensational  punts. 

And  right  here  our  eleven  reached  the  peak  of  its  playing  ability.  Despite 
the  discouraging  reverses  as  far  as  the  scoring  was  concerned,  Syracuse  disposed 
of  the  mighty  team  of  the  west  by  a  9  to  6  score.  It  was  team  play  and  an 
uncanny  knack,  due  to  careful  coaching,  of  breaking  up  passwork,  by  which 
we  repaid  Nebraska  for  the  3  to  0  defeat  in  1919. 

The  final  two  games  closed  the  1922  season  in  a  blaze  of  glory  for  the 
Orange.  An  international  touch  was  added  to  Hill  gridiron  annals  when 
McGill  invaded  the  stadium  with  an  entirely  new  brand  of  open  field  and 
aerial  football.  But  the  contest  only  served  to  get  the  men  in  condition  to  beat 
Colgate,  the  scoreboard  reading  32  to  0  at  the  close. 

Colgate  was  downed  again!  In  fact,  it  looks  as  if  they  were  beaten  as 
usual,  for  it  was  their  fifth  successive  defeat  at  our  hands,  the  final  score  being 
14  to  7  Officials  said  that  without  doubt  it  was  the  fastest,  cleanest  and  hard¬ 
est  fought  game  in  big-time  football  during  the  year.  MacRae  played  a  rare 
game  at  end  ;  McBride’s  work  in  the  backfield,  both  the  offense  and  defense, 
was  superb;  true  to  form,  Captain  Culver  made  his  usual  majority  of  tackles. 

We  had  football  players  this  season  whose  ability  ranked  them  among  the 
country’s  best,  but  their  ability  was  capitalized  only  under  the  coaching  of  Head 
Coach  Meehan  and  his  assistants,  Marcus  F.  Horr,  Joseph  Schwarzer  and  Harry 
Robertson. 

The  loss  by  graduation  of  Captain  Culver,  Frugone,  Anderson,  Kellogg 
and  Heers  will  be  a  distinct  handicap  to  the  coming  season.  However,  with 
the  probable  return  of  Captain-elect  “Pete”  MacRae,  whose  consistent  high 
caliber  playing  at  end  for  the  past  two  varsity  seasons  won  him  this  deserved 
honor,  Zimmerman,  Jappe,  Bavsinger,  VanBlarcum,  Waldorf,  McBride,  and 
other  Varsity  letter  men,  1923  holds  forth  bright  prospects.  The  schedule  will 
include  such  major  opponents  as  Penn  State,  Pittsburg,  Nebraska  and  Colgate.

TODAY'  Syracuse  University  stands  supreme 
among  all  universities  of  the  United  States  in 
cross  country.  We  are  intercollegiate  cross  coun¬ 
try  champions  of  America. 

This  honor  was  won  only  after  a  season  of  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  every  runner,  and  came  as  a 
result  of  the  spectacular  Orange  victory  at  the 
intercollegiate  meet  in  New  York  November  27, 
when  Syracuse  decisively  defeated  the  cream  of 
America’s  college  harriers. 

When  Coach  Thomas  F.  Keane  called  out  the 
candidates  immediately  following  the  opening  of 
college  in  the  fall,  the  two  varsity  regulars  of  1921 
to  report  were  Captain  Homer  Smith  and  Winder 
G.  Keating,  now  captain-elect.  Recruited  from 
last  year’s  freshman  team  were  Elliot  P.  Case, 

Arthur  Rodriguez  and  Charles  Kane  who,  as  their  records  well  reveal,  devel¬ 
oped  into  the  country’s  best  long  distance  runners. 

The  race  in  which  Syracuse  won  the  intercollegiate  title  was  held  over  the 
six  mile  VanCortlandt  Park  course.  The  score,  which  clearly  indicates  the 
superiority  of  our  team,  gave  us  the  low  count  of  75,  with  Yale  second  at  105. 

The  Syracuse  •  runners  finished  in  the  following 
order:  Smith,  3;  Case,  10;  Keating,  17;  Hernan¬ 
dez,  24;  Titus,  27;  Rodriguez,  32;  Kane,  42. 
M.  I.  T.  was  third  in  this  meet,  Cornell  fourth, 
with  Columbia  fifth  and  eight  other  universities 
trailing. 

The  meets  preliminary  to  the  national  run  ap¬ 
peared  to  serve  as  conditioning  races  for  Coach 
Keane’s  men.  In  the  Annual  Invitation  meet  in 
Syracuse  November  4,  Cornell  won,  Columbia  was 
second,  Syracuse  third,  Penn  State  fourth,  Car¬ 
negie  Tech,  fifth  and  Colgate  sixth.  In  the  annual 
dual  race  here  with  Colgate  November  18  we 
swamped  the  maroon  runners,  finishing  the  entire 
team  before  a  Colgate  man  touched  the  tape.

The  Orange  maintained  its  supremacy  over  Maroon  athletes  by  winning 
this  dual  meet  by  the  decisive  score  of  75  to  33. 

Boston  K.  of  C.  Games,  March  4 

The  mile  relay  team  suffered  its  only  defeat  here  when  M.  I.  T.  nosed 

out  a  victory.  It  should  be  observed  that  the  team  did  not  run  a  -  full  mile, 

each  man  going  390  yards  instead  of  440. 

Annual  Indoor  Championship  I.  C.  A.  A.,  March  1  1 

Composed  of  Leonard,  Woodring,  Monie  and  Suttner,  the  one-mile  relay 

tied  Princeton  for  first  place,  covering  the  distance  in  3:22  4/5  seconds. 
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174th  Regimental  Meet,  Buffalo,  March  18 


Suttner,  running  from  scratch,  won  the  440-vard 
handicap  in  5  1  1/5  seconds.  In  the  80-yard  low  hurdles 
Charles  Blackmore  set  a  new  record  for  the  Niagara 
A.  A.  U.  Championship  at  10  seconds  flat.  Kent  Meyers 
placed  third  in  this  event.  Again  did  a  Niagara  A.  A.  U. 
Championship  record  go,  when  Leslie  Bryan  won  the 
pole  vault  at  1  1  feet,  1  /a,  inches.  Frederick  Hayden 
placed  second  in  the  same  event. 

Penn  Relays,  Philadelphia,  April  28-29 

Here  for  the  second  successive  year  our  mile  relay, 
comprising  Stone,  Monie,  Smith  and  Woodring,  won 
the  collegiate  championship  of  America  by  defeating 
Princeton.

Coach  James  A.  TenEyck  trained  one  of  the 
fastest  crews  in  Orange  naval  history  during  the 
season  of  1922.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  Navy 
was  again  able  to  win  the  intercollegiate  champ¬ 
ionship  at  Poughkeepsie,  that  victory  came  only 
after  what  was  conceded  to  be  the  “super-human” 
crew  of  the  century  had  been  pushed  to  the  limit 
by  Washington,  to  be  followed  closely  by  Syracuse. 
Cornell  trailed  us. 

Probably  the  largest  squad  that  has  ever  re¬ 
ported  answered  the  call  for  candidates  the  first 
of  February.  There  were  close  to  300  varsity  and 
freshman  crew  aspirants.  Unusually  favorable 
weather  conditions  permitted  the  coach  to  take  his 
oarsmen  out  on  the  water  at  Long  Branch  in  early 
March.  Indoor  drill  on  the  rowing  machines  and  in 
the  tank  shell  had  been  held  daily  up  to  that  time.

The  hard  grind  every  day  over  the  Onondaga 
lake  and  Seneca  river  courses  with  the  varsity, 
junior  varsity  and  freshman  eights  racing  frequently 
lasted  until  the  annual  regatta  with  the  Navy  at 
Annapolis,  May  20,  in  which  the  Middies  were 
able  to  nose  out  the  Orange  in  all  three  events. 

But  these  results  did  not  discourage  Coach  Ten 
Eyck’s  oarsmen.  During  the  few  weeks  which  in¬ 
tervened  between  the  Navy  race  and  the  intercol¬ 
legiate  regatta  on  the  Hudson,  the  combination 
developed  rapidly.  On  June  26  at  Poughkeepsie 
the  varsity  nearly  wrested  the  honors  from  Annap¬ 
olis  and  Washington  and  did  force  Cornell  into 
fourth  place.  Pennsylvania  and  Columbia  finished 
in  that  order.  In  the  junior  varsity  event  Cornell 
was  first,  Pennsylvania  second,  Columbia  third  and 
Syracuse  fourth. 

This  year  Coach  TenEyck  has  but  two  veter¬ 
ans,  Jul  ius  D.  Howard  and  Paul  L.  Brower, 
around  whom  to  build  his  crew.  The  captaincy, 
which  was  borne  capably  by  Chamberlain  A.  Page 
in  1922,  now  rests  with  Howard,  who,  while  only 
a  junior  student,  is  a  veteran  in  experience  and 
ability.

Eight  orange-tipped  oars  flashed  again  in  the  sun,  then  dipped  and  swung. 
The  flying  shell  swept  forward  across  the  finish  line,  a  full  boat-length  of  open 
water  between  its  stern  and  the  bow  of  the  Cornell  yearling  craft,  and  the 
judges  made  the  official  announcement  that  the  intercollegiate  freshman  rowing 
championship  of  America  belonged  to  the  freshmen  crew  of  Syracuse  University. 

It  was  a  good  race — that  freshman  struggle  on  the  historic  Hudson  on  a 
bright  June  afternoon.  Cornell,  Columbia  and  Pennsylvania  all  made  their 
bid  for  victory  in  the  gruelling  test — and  all  failed,  outrowed  and  forced  to 
trail,  by  the  relentless,  unfaltering  pace  set  by  Stroke  George  M.  Engren  and 
his  mates  at  the  Orange  oars.  In  the  last  desperate  forty  strokes  the  crew  from 
Cornell  gave  all  it  had  in  a  final  effort  for  victory,  but  its  best  was  not  enough. 
The  Syracuse  frosh  had  something  left  themselves,  and  widened  the  gap  between 
the  boats  stroke  by  stroke,  leaving  the  Cornellians,  nearest  competitors,  two 
good  lengths  behind  at  the  finish.  Pennsylvania  finished  third  and  Columbia 
fourth. 

In  the  annual  dual  regatta  with  the  Navy  plebes  at  Annapolis  earlier  in 
the  season,  the  Orange  freshmen  lost  after  a  close  race  the  whole  distance. 
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Three  facts  of  unusual  and  significant 
interest  attach  themselves  to  the  name 
of  Coach  James  A.  TenEyck,  a  name 
which  has  become  endeared  not  only  to 
his  oarsmen,  but  to  every  student  of 
Syracuse  University. 

“Idle  Daddy  of  them  all,”  Coach 
TenEyck  has  been  a  coach  of  Syracuse 
athletes  longer  than  has  an  other  of  the 
crew  coaches  of  other  schools,  and  has 
been  a  coach  at  Syracuse  University 
longer  than  any  other  coach  in  the 
service. 

Crew  is  a  long  hard  grind  for  the 
aspirants  and,  in  all  the  sports,  there  is 
not  a  better  chance  for  athletes  to  be¬ 
come  tired  of  their  practice  and  sick  of 
their  work  so  much  as  in  crew,  with 
a  consequent  loss  of  morale.  With 
Coach  TenEyck,  or  “Jim”  as  his  oars¬ 
men  affectionately  call  him,  there  is  no  Co;ich  James  A-  TenEyck 

loss  of  morale,  and  every  single  giant  of 

the  varsity  shells  loves  and  respects  his  coach  in  a  manner  that  speaks  high 
praise  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  University’s  beloved  coach. 


Coach  TenEyck  is  not  an  admirer  of  the  trained  and  finished  athlete  who 
comes  to  college  from  some  other  school,  prepared  to  step  into  his  sport  imme¬ 
diately  as  a  star.  “Give  me  some  green  material,”  says  the  “grand  old  man,” 
and  I  will  show  you  a  way  to  make  a  real  championship  team.” 


Coach  TenEyck,  in  his  twenty  years  of  coaching  Syracuse  navies,  has  turned 
out  many  intercollegiate  championship  crews,  both  in  the  eight-oared  and  in 
the  four-oared  shells.  The  Orange  coach  is  a  member  of  the  hoard  of  stewards 
of  the  Intercollegiate  Regatta  Association,  and  is  considered  an  authority  on 
crew  affairs.

Rochester  was  met  and  worsted  next,  but 
Princeton,  Pennsylvania,  Colgate,  Crescent  A. 
C.,  C.  C.  N.  Y.  and  Penn  State  defeated  the 
Syracuse  five,  which  could  not  seem  to  stop  its 
losing  streak.  A  victory  over  Rochester  gave 
a  respite  from  continued  defeat,  and  Lehigh  also 
fell  before  the  hard-fighting  Syracusans.

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Varsity  Baseball  Season  1922 

On  the  seventh  day  of  February  Coach  Lewis 
S.  Carr  called  out  baseball  candidates  for  their 
first  practice.  Inclement  weather  allowed  the  Var¬ 
sity  but  two  outdoor  drills  before  the  nine  started 
on  its  annual  southern  invasion  in  the  spring.  Here 
the  Varsity  opposed  teams  which  had  been  playing 
outside  regularly  for  the  previous  three  weeks,  and 
put  up  such  strenuous  opposition  that  no  opponent 
heat  us  by  more  than  one  run.  We  defeated  Fort 
Howard  8  to  0. 

The  team  played  an  auspicious  home  season, 
showing  that  we  had  one  of  the  strongest  teams 
in  the  east.  Lehigh  tasted  defeat  6  to  4.  They 
were  picked  by  critics  as  eastern  collegiate  baseball 
champions.  Union  was  beaten  by  a  thrilling  rally 
with  a  triple  and  two  home  runs  in  the  ninth  Kingdom  A.  Bishop 

inning,  making  it  one  or  the  most  sensational  base¬ 
ball  contests  played  in  the  stadium.  Rochester,  R.  P.  I.  and  St.  Bonaventure 
fell  before  the  Orange  in  rapid  succession. 

The  game  with  Cornell  marked  an  epoch  in 
Hill  athletics.  It  was  the  first  time  the  teams  had 
met  in  years.  The  games  with  Colgate  found  some¬ 
thing  amiss  with  the  Orange  machine,  and  it  ran 
aground  in  three  encounters,  all  of  which  were 
closely  contested.  The  New  York  trip  was  a  huge 
success,  Syracuse  beating  New  York  University, 
Rutgers  and  Seton  Hall. 

After  losing  three  of  our  most  valuable  men, 
the  Varsity  undertook  a  long  eastern  invasion  and 
although  winning  only  one  game,  put  up  such  a 
strenuous  opposition  with  a  cripple  team  that  in 
each  contest  the  Orange  was  complimented  on  its 
splendid  fight  and  sportsmanship.

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Lacrosse,  Season  1922 


On  April  first  the  1922  lacrosse  team,  Inter¬ 
collegiate  champions  of  the  Northern  League  took 
the  field  against  the  Onondaga  Indians,  starting 
a  schedule  of  seventeen  games,  the  hardest  season 
ever  attempted  by  a  college  twelve.  In  the  six 
weeks  of  preliminary  practice  Coach  Cox  had  built 
a  new  defense  around  Ex-Captain  Lowry  and  with 
the  1921  attack  intact  the  start  of  the  season  found 
Syracuse  with  a  finished  team. 

And  the  end  of  the  season  found  that  same 
team  undefeated,  unaltered,  and  with  many  notable 
victories  on  its  record  The  Crescent  Athletic  Club 
of  New  York  was  defeated  2  to  1,  the  first  time 
a  college  team  had  turned  the  trick  in  fifteen  years. 

The  Pennsylvania,  1922  southern  champions, 
and  Johns  Hopkins,  in  a  bitter  grudge  battle,  were 

defeated  on  an  invasion  of  the  South.  Returning  home, 
Syracuse  handed  one  of  the  few  defeats  to  the  Oxford- 
Cambridge  team  before  the  largest  crowd  that  ever  wit¬ 
nessed  a  lacrosse  game  in  the  stadium.  The  machine¬ 
like  play  of  the  Orange  stickwielders  baffled  and  wore 
down  the  fleet-footed  Englishmen. 

Cornell,  another  of  the  celebrities  of  the  lacrosse 
world,  fell  before  the  irresistable  force  and  ability  of 
Coach  Cox’s  combination.  Dickson,  third  defense,  was 
responsible  for  the  2-0  victory  of  the  red  and 
ivals.  Toronto,  Canadian  champion,  was  suc- 
repelled  ‘the  following  week.  In  the  last  game 
of  the  season  Hobart  was  again  beaten  for  the  northern 
title. 

As  but  two  men,  Captain  Irving  Lydecker,  and  ex- 
Captain  Paul  Lowry,  are  lost  through  graduation,  the 
1923  team  should  duplicate  its  enviable  achievements 
of  1922.

World’s  Champions 

Hailed  as  champions  of  the  world,  the  Syracuse  lacrosse  twelve  finds  itself, 
like  Alexander,  “seeking  more  worlds  to  conquer.” 

After  the  hardest  schedule  ever  played  by  an  American  college  team  in 
this  country,  the  Orange  Varsity  will  sail  for  England  May  31  to  do  battle 
with  the  best  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  can  produce. 

Oxford  and  Cambridge,  whose  joint  team  was  defeated,  4-3,  at  the  hands 
of  Syracuse  in  Archbold  stadium  in  1922,  will  oppose  the  Orange  invaders  at 
first  singly  and  then  with  their  combined  strength.  The  schedule  drawn  up 
for  Syracuse  on  their  English  tour  by  Captain  Hopkins  of  the  Oxford- 
Cambridge  team,  will  include  three  other  games  in  Britain,  probably  with  an 
All-North  England  team,  an  All-South  England  twelve,  and  finally  with  an 
All-English  aggregation  picked  from  the  best  players  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

“Phenomenal”  is  too  weak  a  word  to  describe  the  skyrocket  rise  of  lacrosse 
out  of  practical  obscurity  at  Syracuse.  Five  years  ago  the  game  was  unknown 
in  Hill  athletics  Now  the  entire  world  of  sportdom  proclaims  the  Orange 
twelve  supreme  and  unrivalled,  absolute  and  undeniable  holder  of  the  champ¬ 
ionship  of  the  entire  world.

The  1922  swimming  season  is  to  be  considered  a  successful  one  despite  the 
fact  that  we  did  not  win  all  meets.  Our  complete  victory,  winning  all  honors 
in  the  Niagara  Association  men’s  indoor  swimming  championships,  establishes 
an  enviable  record.  Alexander  Waterman,  1923  captain,  won  the  junior  na¬ 
tional  championship  in  the  100  yards  in  this  meet. 

The  really  outstanding  meet  of  the  season  was  with  Cornell,  whom  we 
opposed  in  swimming  for  the  first  time.  The  Orange  natators  won,  37  to  16. 

Passage  of  a  new  ruling  making  freshmen  ineligible  for  varsity  competition 
darkened  the  outlook  for  1923.  A  freshman  team  has  been  organized  under 
the  managership  of  William  Gwynn.  So  far  meets  have  been  scheduled  with 
several  strong  scholastic  teams  and  some  of  the  yearlings  will  he  entered  in  the 
Niagara  A.  A.  U.  championships  at  Buffalo. 

The  1923  varsity  schedule  appears  to  be  the  hardest  ever  attempted  with 
the  team  leaving  the  campus  twice,  traveling  south  in  February  and  later  in¬ 
vading  New  England.  The  complete  chart  follows:  February  10,  United 
States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis;  February  17,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute  at  Syracuse;  February  22,  Dartmouth  College  at  Dartmouth;  Feb¬ 
ruary  23,  Springfield  College  at  Springfield  ;  February  24,  United  States  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy  at  West  Point;  March  3,  Amherst  College  at  Amherst;  March 
10,  Cornell  University  at  Syracuse.

The  rifle  team  started  the  1922-1923  season  in  an  inauspicious  manner, 
losing  the  first  three  matches  engaged  in.  Following  these  defeats,  however, 
the  squad  gained  its  stride  and  won  the  next  eight  matches  fired. 

Riflemen  of  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  Lehigh  University  and  Boston 
University  downed  the  Orange  in  the  early  season  matches.  The  teams  which 
bowed  to  the  Hill  sharpshooters  included  the  following:  Dartmouth  College, 
University  of  Pittsburgh,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  University 
of  Vermont,  Columbia  University,  Colgate  University  and  Cornell  University. 

The  Syracuse  team  had  the  distinction  of  firing  two  perfect  team  scores  during 
the  season,  one  being  against  Vermont  and  the  other  one  against  Cornell. 

Three  teams  were  entered  from  the  rifle  club  in  the  Annual  Intercollegiate 
Championship  conducted  by  the  National  Rifle  Association.  The  varsity  team 
placed  twelfth  in  the  contest,  out  of  the  thirty  or  more  teams  entered,  and  by 
virtue  of  its  steady  shooting  in  the  tourney,  was  awarded  the  New  York  State 
Intercollegiate  Championship. 

Following  the  close  of  the  indoor  target  season,  the  Hill  riflemen  removed 
their  scene  of  activities  from  the  range  in  Archbold  Gymnasium  to  the  outdoor 
range  of  Troop  D,  New  York  State  National  Guard,  to  prepare  for  the 
Intercollegiate  Outdoor  Championships  at  Annapolis  in  May.

“Just  like  a  woman,”  La  Femme  of  Syracuse  plays  a  very  versatile  role. 
She  is  at  once  pleasing  and  useful,  a  somewhat  difficult  co-ordination  but  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  true  American  college  girl  and  not  of  the  type  planned  out 
and  cut  by  pattern.  The  Syracuse  woman  is  an  all  around  women  of  adapta¬ 
bility,  capability  and  spirituality,  the  real  woman  who  takes  an  interest  in 
every  phase  of  life.  “She  looketh  well  to  the  ways  of  her  studies  and  her  hands 
eat  not  of  the  bread  of  idleness.” 

The  Syracuse  woman  understands  the  laws  of  healtht.  About  her  is  an 
aura  of  strength  and  shining  vitality.  In  athletics  she  can  run  the  hundred 
yard  dash  in  ten  seconds  or  make  a  high  jump  of  five  feet,  play  a  game  of  basket¬ 
ball  or  tennis,  while  in  hockey,  swimming,  skating,  and  track  she  numbers  many 
enthusiasts. 

“Just  like  a  woman"  should  be,  our  Syracuse  woman  is  a  good  comrade 
who  realizes  that  education  is  a  power  but  still  more  is  it  a  torch  to  light  the 
way  to  the  great  art  of  being  happy.  Man  is  not  obliged  to  turn  his  thoughts 
into  small  change  if  he  wishes  to  be  understood  by  her.  Her  conversation 
ranges  from  agriculture  to  Bolshevism,  from  taxes  to  religion  and  is  undeniably 
a  power  of  inspiration.  In  scholarship,  debating,  and  dramatics  she  stands  out 
as  a  beacon  light  while  in  selling  doughnuts  and  gingerbread  for  the  Cripple 
Drive,  the  University  Emergency  Fund  or  the  Syracuse  in  China  Unit,  she 
reasons  clearly  and  shows  great  business  ability  and  leadership. 

The  Mid-Victorian  women  who  fainted  at  opportune  moments  went  out 
with  the  long  skirts  that  swept  the  dust.  The  Senior  Ball,  where  Syracuse 
women  revel  socially  and  show  that  they  know  how  to  dance  and  make  merry, 
showed  that  the  long  skirts  have  returned  to  fashion,  but  with  self-reliant, 
broad-minded,  generous-hearted,  gracious  and  courteous  modern  Syracuse  girl 
will  never  be  supplanted  by  the  clinging  vine  type.  No  matter  what  happens 
she  can  never  be  “Just  a  woman.”

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Women’s  Day 

Women’s  Day,  the  traditional  day  set  apart  each  May  for  women’s  ac¬ 
tivities,  originated  in  1912  with  Eta  Pi  Upsilon,  women’s  senior  honorary 
society. 

On  the  eve  of  that  day,  the  lantern  ceremony,  which  takes  place  on  Crouse 
College  Hill,  follows  the  inter-class  song  competition.  This  ceremony,  distinc¬ 
tive  to  Syracuse  University,  is  symbolic  of  the  passing  of  the  spirit  and  traditions 
of  the  University  from  one  graduating  class  to  the  next. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  Women’s  Day,  the  May  morning  breakfast  is 
served  on  the  grounds  at  Teachers’  College.  Later  a  track  meet  or  a  novel 
swimming  meet,  such  as  “The  Coney  Island  Dip”  which  was  held  last  year, 
completes  the  morning  program. 

The  May  Day  pageant  is  held  in  the  Stadium  in  the  afternoon.  The  guest 
of  honor  at  this  event  is  the  May  Queen,  who  has  been  elected  previously  by  the 
senior  women.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  pageant  Eta  Pi  Upsilon  presents  a 
medal  to  the  most  representative  woman  of  the  Junior  class. 

The  awarding  of  athletic  honors  of  the  Athletic  Dinner  in  the  evening, 
concludes  the  day’s  events. 


Middy  Party 

The  Women’s  Student  Government  Association  held  its  annual  middy  party 
for  freshmen  women  on  October  19,  1922,  in  the  Archhold  Gymnasium.  In 
accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  each  girl  wore  her  class  color. 

Various  student  organizations  offered  stunts  for  the  entertainment  of  those 
present.  Following  the  entertainment,  there  was  inter-class  singing.  The  even¬ 
ing  ended  with  dancing  and  the  serving  of  refreshments.

One  of  the  most  popular  events  of  the  past  year  was  the  annual  Athletic 
Dinner,  May  5,  1922,  in  the  Agricultural  Building,  open  to  all  University 
women.  Miss  Marguerite  Woodworth  presided  as  toastmistress.  The  dinner, 
as  usual,  was  a  sumptious  affair  and  was  followed  by  the  award  of  championships 
and  special  honors  by  the  representatives  of  the  various  branches  of  athletics. 

The 
custom  of  awarding  cups  to  the  two  leading  class  teams  was  inaugurated.  The 
class  of  1924  won  the  first  cup,  and  the  class  of  1923  the  second. 

Margaret  W.  Wade,  ’22,  and  Cora  E.  LeRoy,  ’22,  received  sweaters  bear¬ 
ing  the  English  “S”,  which  is  an  award  to  the  two  most  representative  women 
in  athletics.

Fifty  women  were  awarded  the  “Pine  Tree  S”,  an  insignia  awarded  for  the 
first  time  to  members  of  the  Outing  Club  who  had  earned  ninety-five  points  in 
sports,  first  aid,  woodcraft  and  nature  lore.

The  annual  track  meet  of  the  Women’s  Athletic  Association  was  held 
Tuesday,  November  7,  1922,  in  the  Archbold  Stadium.

Forced  to  reduce  temporarily  its  number  of  news  columns,  The  Daily 
Orange  is  completing  its  first  year  under  University  ownership.  Despite  its 
handicap  this  year  The  Daily  Orange  has  accomplished  more  than  in  any  similar 
length  of  time  since  it  was  founded  in  1903.  It  has  established  a  branch  office 
in  the  Administration  Building,  further  enlarged  its  staff,  broadened  its  news 
sources  and  successfully  carried  out  several  campaigns  in  the  interest  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body. 

The  circulation  of  The  Daily  Orange  increased  from  less  than  2,000  to 
more  than  5,000  copies  daily  when  its  ownership  passed  into  the  hands  of  the 
University.  Sweeping  away  outstanding  financial  obligations,  the  paper  this  year 
is  paving  the  way  for  a  return  to  the  seven  column  page  in  September,  1923,  an 
innovation  which  was  given  a  trial  in  the  Spring  semester  of  1922.

The  object  of  the  Reserve  Officers’  Training  Corps  is  primarily  to  train 
college  men  for  intelligent  military  leadership  in  case  of  war.  Congress,  in  the 
National  Defense  Act,  has  created  the  Organized  Reserves  as  the  secondary  de¬ 
fense  of  the  country,  and  in  turn  has  developed  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  to  supply  the 
officer  personnel  for  the  Reserves.  At  present  there  are  R.  O.  T.  C.  units  es¬ 
tablished  in  237  schools  and  colleges  throughout  the  country  with  a  total  enroll¬ 
ment  of  over  100,000  student  officers. 

The  Syracuse  unit,  established  in  February,  1919,  has  grown  steadily  in 
size  and  importance  until  at  the  present  time  it  is  second  only  to  Cornell  in  the 
whole  Second  Corps  Area,  including  the  states  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware. 

Service  in  the  Syracuse  unit  is  purely  voluntary.  Students  who  complete 
successfully  the  four  years’  course  are  granted  the  commission  of  a  second  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps,  and  honor  graduates  are  commissioned  in 
the  Regular  Army,  if  they  so  desire,  no  further  examination  being  required. 

Competition  within  the  unit  is  stimulated  by  annual  prize  awards  offered 
by  the  Rotary  Club  of  Syracuse.  At  the  final  review  in  the  spring  of  each 
year  a  sabre  is  presented  to  the  cadet  officer  who  is  adjudged  to  have  done  the 
most  for  the  advancement  of  the  unit,  and  at  the  same  time  a  medal  is  awarded 
to  the  cadet  non-commissioned  officer  picked  as  the  best  all-around  soldier. 

The  national  honorary  military  fraternity,  Scabbard  and  Blade,  elects  to 
membership  each  year  such  men  from  the  roll  of  cadet  officers  as  have  dis¬ 
tinguished  themselves  during  the  first  three  years  of  the  course. 

Students  who  elect  the  full  four  years  course  are  required  to  attend  one 
summer  camp  of  six  weeks’  duration.  Plattsburg  Barracks  has  been  the  camp 
of  the  Second  Corps  Area  for  the  past  two  years.  Last  summer  Major  Mor¬ 
rissey,  commandant  of  the  Syracuse  unit,  was  senior  instructor  at  Plattsburg. 

Cadets  in  summer  camp  perform  all  duties  incident  to  army  life  from 
kitchen  police  to  commanding  a  battalion  on  maneuvers.  Instruction  and  prac¬ 
tical  work  in  rifle,  automatic  rifle,  machine  gun,  37-mm.  gun,  trench-mortar, 
hand  and  rifle  grenades  are  given,  and  short  courses  in  field  engineering  and 
tactics  are  concluded  by  a  two-day  maneuver  at  the  end  of  camp. 

Syracuse  has  won  several  signal  honors  in  the  past  year.  The  units’  indoor 
rifle  team  won  the  Corps  Area  Match  by  a  margin  of  several  hundred  points. 
Subsequently,  at  camp,  in  the  annual  outdoor  collegiate  match  the  Syracuse  team 
won  the  Corps  Area  championship. 

The  biggest  honor  yet  achieved  by  the  Syracuse  R.  O.  T.  C.  came  last  year 
when  the  unit  was  designated  by  Second  Corps  Headquarters  for  inspection  for 
recommendation  as  a  Distinguished  College,  a  rating  held  in  this  Corps  Area 
only  by  Cornell.  Altho  the  rating  was  not  granted  last  year,  the  inspecting 
officers,  after  a  three-day  examination,  turned  in  a  very  favorable  report.  In¬ 
spection  this  year,  it  is  hoped,  will  bring  confirmation  of  the  coveted  award.

Tambourine  and  Bones  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
musicale  dramatures  in  the  University.  It  is  an  organization  with  mem¬ 
bership  open  only  to  men,  although  much  of  the  success  of  last  year’s  production 
was  due  to  the  part  taken  by  the  “co-eds”.  T.  and  B.  has  long  occupied  a 
position  as  one  of  the  leading  musical  and  dramatic  societies  of  the  college  world. 
Year  after  year  relieving  the  regular  routine  with  its  brief  respite  of  gaiety  and 
laughter.  T.  and  B.  has  won  for  itself  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  faculty, 
students  and  friends  of  the  University.  This  has  been  accomplished  not  alone 
by  the  pleasure  evolved  from  its  production,  but  by  the  training  and  opportu¬ 
nity  afforded  many  a  young  Syracusan  to  develop  self-reliance  and  entertaining 
qualifications,  inseparably  linked  with  the  correct  association  of  song,  verse  and 
laughter  as  fostered  and  developed  by  Tambourine  and  Bones.
